E flat da capo E flat: North North-West da capo North 
North-West--and since the beginning and the ending are identical 
there is unity and this does not mean that the beginning can be 
substituted for the ending or that the ending can be substituted 
for the beginning but it does mean that the point of view of the 
beginning and the point of view of the ending are identical and 
since they are the point of view of the beginning can be sub- 
stituted for the point of view of the ending and it should be said 
the point of view of the ending can be substituted for the point 
of view of the beginning.
